Schools Grace Stanley, 
says: 

“We hear statements of a baby 
grand piano at Barstow costing $600, 
of a bill for kidney pads, sanitary 
hose, baseballs and basket balls for 
an Ontario school for $995, and a 
bill for like material for the San Ber- 
nardino schools for $557 and other 
schools all over the county. Other 
schools in the county have similar 
bills, all O. K.’d by the county super- 
intendent of schools. 

“If the items named are absolutely 
essential to the ‘newly developed 
high school,’ it is only right that 
those paying for them should have 
knowledge of their necessity and 
cost, and it will require more than a 
challenge to go before the people 
and ask for the elimination of any of 
the factors of the present system to 
direct public attention from the sub- 
ject of cost. 

“Our worthy county superintendent, 
when confronted with tax rates that 
the supervisors had to make in order 
to meet the demands of the newly 
organized high school, defends it on 
an assumption that any one who asks 
for information about expenses is 
bent on destructive work. 

“This fear should not abide in one 
who is perfectly secure in the wis- 
dom of the constructive undertakings 
they espouse. 

“We are informed that since 1913 
practically the whole high school sys- 
tem has been developed. This by in- 
ference would mean absolesceffce of 
the schcol that furnished the follow- 
ing list of our best citizens:: Miss

With this list of distin- 
guished persons, and knowing it is 
but a small per cent of the actuai 
production of our schools previous to 
the new era, many are beginning to 
think the new system which -is “five 
times more costly, has no greater po- 
tency. 

“It is evident trom the superhuman 
effort of Mrs. Stanley to increase the 
present salaries of teachers and every 
other factor connected with our 
schools that she does not remember 
that the world war is over, that 
prices of almost every commodity have 
fallen and will continue to fall until 
normalcy is again reached, that thou- 
sands of men and women who left 
offices and teaching schools to get 
high salaried places in Washington 
have been relieved and are again 
looking for situations, that every 
farmer and manufacturer has already 
felt the downward trend of his busi- 
ness, that the great railroads of the 
nation have discharged thousands of 
men ‘because of the falling off in 
business, the great steamships in 
foreign and domestic transportation 
have not only reduced their forces 
but have made a 20 per cent pay re- 
duction for those remaining in E

vice. Six hundred and fifty men of 
our city have lost their jobs with the 
Santa Fe railroad, and most of these 
men have families and homes to | 
maintain. Those remaining in the 
service of the railroad company are 
facing a 12 per cent reduction in 
salary. 


“Our county school superintendent 
does not remember that only a few 
months ago the question of raising 
the salaries of county officials was 
submitted to the taxpayers and they 
said NO in no uncertain terms. This 
decision covered our worthy county 
superintendent of schools whose la- 
bors are equally as important as 
those of teachers having seven to 
nine pupils. 

“Why or how she can expect our 
supervisors who are standing guard 
over the county’s officers and busi- 
ness to assist her to further in- 
crease our school expenses is an un- 
solved mystery to the taxpayer of the 
eounty.

Advertising authorities 
had learned from experience that it 
paid to advertise on a wide basis 
only such articles as measured up to 
high standard of quality and could 
be supplied in dependable quantities. 
Farm products did not meet these re- 
quirements. But with the subsequent 
development of co-operative market- 
ing associations and the _ establish- 
ment of standard products the use 
of advertising in moving certain 
farm crops, in increasing demand, 
and in obtaining wide distribution 
has been tried out and in many in- 
stances found successful, 

Luscious raisin pies, fruity des- 
serts, oranges, apples, melons and 
grapes portrayed in myriad colors 
and tints, greet the eye upon every 


hand--in magazine page ahd street 
COP PORTE MAS ETS OTS, 
art, famous illustrators and the most 


expert of advertisers—all have now 
banded ‘together to induce the house- 
wife to produce the tempting dishes 
displayed. The mouths of even the 
most exacting epicures are made to 
water. Through loyal organizations, 
energetic salesmanship and judicious 
advertising the cranberry season dur- 
ing recent years has been extended 
from two months to six. The melon 
growers of the Imperial Valley of 
California have utilized much the 
same methods to obtain the nation- 
wide distribution which their highly 
perishable fruit now enjoys. Rocky 
Ford became so well known for its 
melons that the name is applied to 
melons from practically all of Colo- 
rado. 

The outstanding examples of suc- 
cessful large-scale agricultural pro- 
duction, coupled with standardization 
and advertising, are found in the 
citrus fruit industry of California and 
Florida and ‘the boxed apple industry 
of the Northwest, for the products of 
these regions have not only estab- 
lished nation-wide distribution ‘but 
they have successfully entered the. 
markets of the world. 

Even when conditions were such 
that nation-wide advertising would 
not pay, products from small areas 
have been so carefully graded and 
packed that when shipped and sold 
under brands and labels an increased 
demand for the product by name has 
resulted, with consequent increase of 
acreage and extension of business 
on a profitable basis. Sectional ad- 
vertising has been employed at times 
to overcome glutted markets or other 
results of over-production or faulty 
distribution. 

Standardization is the basis of the 
most successful advertising and grow- 
ers should carefully appraise their 
products in meeting this fundamental 
requirement. One of the problems 
under consideration is the elimina- 
tion, as far as possible, of conflictinz 
grades and containers.
